He charges, in a petition filed Mon- 
day, that Benson, aside from his salary, 
got $600,000 worth of stock without con- 
sideration, and that he caused the com- 
pany to sell 400,000 shares of stock to 
the Sunset Land and Investment Co. for 
$35,000—about nine cents a share. 

This price, Ruedi charges, was inade- 
quate, and he charges that the Sunset 
company sold the stock for % cents a 
share or more, giving Benson the profit. 

Ruedi is seeking to recover $4610 which, 
ie says, he Invested in the company at 
\arious times. With this he bought 10,-

Before starting for 
St. Louis Mrs. Leathe, by telegraph, 
appointed Henry C. Grenner to man- 
age her properties. She has aired ed 
Grenner to investigate all of her 
properties and determine their value. 
She also has given orders that sev- 
eral valuable pieces of property be 
sold. 

It is widely known in St: Louis real 
estate circles that Mrs. Leathe is “land 
poor.’’ She owns St. Louis real estate 
probably worth millions, but she has 
been so hard pressed for ready cash 


that she had to order thé sale of some 
of the holdings. 

Mrs. Leathe has taken apartments at 
the Planters Hotel, and will be in St. 
Louis for some time. She declined to 
discuss her ‘business affairs Tuesday, 
and referred inquiries to Grenner. 

Grenner said that he had just taken 
charge of the estate, and that he was 
listing and inventorying all the proper- 
ties. He said that he had been offered 
more than $500,000 for twe pieces of 
property on Washington avenue and on 
Locust street, but that on account of 
the present dullness of the real estate 
market he did not think it advisable te 
accept them. Mrs. Leathe owns whole 
blocks ef property on Washington ave- 
nue, and also on Locust street. 

Mrs. Leathe has been forced, by rea- 
son of the drain on her financial re- 
sources, to suspend her contributions to 
charity. During the past few years she 
has been a liberal contributor to nu- 
merous charities, notably .the Young 
Woman's Christian Association of St. 
Louis.

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Missing $25,000 Causes Inquiry 
Into the Peculations of 
Edgar F. Fahnestock.

The theft of $25,000 from the St. Louis 
mails a year ago, first made public by 
an exclusive news story in Monday’s 
Post-Dispatch, has caused a new inquiry 
into the peculations of Edgar F. Fahne- 
stock, former clerk in the registry di- 
vision of the postoffice. 

Fahnestock is now serving a prison 
term fer thefts of money amounting 
to $2000. Chief Inspector Daniel of the 
St. Louis postal inspector’s office said 
to @ Post-Dispatch correspondent in 
Kansas City Tuesday, that the $25,000 
theft had been traced to a former 
clerk in the registry division, convicted 
of other thefts, who Was arrested May 
1, ld’t. That was the date of Fahne- 
stock’s arrest. 

He gaid the clerk, who admitted the 
smaller thefts, had denied knowing any- 
think about the $25,000 loss. 

Under Suspicion. 

Fahnestock was arrested by inspectors 
who had placed themselves in a secret 
hiding place in the overhead tunnel 
Which surrounds 
space of the postoffice. The arrest, it 
was said, was made after they saw him 
put a letter in his pocket. It was a 
returned dead letter marked “Contains 
Money,” and the sum inside was $2. 
He had been under suspicion for some 
time. 

He admitted a number of thefts of the 
Same sort, and said the largest sum he 
had taken was $240. It was stated at 
* the time that he denied having taken 
a missing bank shipment of $1000. His 
wife and child went to his former home 
at Wanda, Ill., where his brother was 
Postmaster. Another brother was pas- 
tor of the Methodist Church at Leb- 
anon, Ill. 

Chief Inspector Sharp told a Post- 
Dispatch correspondent in Washington 
Monday afternoon that a clerk in the 
registry division had confessed to 
thefts, and that the department had 
just received a telegram making the 
facts known. Inspector Reuter, in 
charge of the St. Louis office in Daniel’s 
absence, said he was at a loss to Know 
what Sharp meant. He said there had 
been no confession since Fahnestock’s 
aod that so far as he knew, Fahne- 
stock was not supposed to be connected 
with the $25,000 theft. 

Aside from the statements of Sharp 
and Daniel, no further facts were ob- 
tainable Tuesday about big theft,

HUTCHINSON, Kan., Sept. 26.—Presi- 
‘dent Taft was the centrai figure here 
itoday {n the celebration of the fiftieth 
anniversary of the birth of Kansas as a 
(State. Gov. Stubbs, Senators Curtis and 


Associated Press. 


-| Bristow and several members of the 


| Kansas delegation in Congress were 
| present and again politics was laid 
| aside. 

All parties and all factions joined in 
the greeting to the President and all ap- 
plauded his tribute te the Sunflower 


State, Mr. Taft also had something to 
say of the independence of thought in 
Kansas. 

“The trials through which the State 
has come,”’ he declared, ‘undoubtedly 
have given a character to fts inhabi- 
tants. They are bold and original in 
thought, courageous in execution. One 
may differ with them in their conclu- 
sions, either upon politics or upon other 
issues, but we must respect the sincerity. 
and the energy, independence and cour- 
age with which they support their con- 
clusions and carry them to their logical 
result.”’ 

Spends Day in Hutchinson. 

The President arrived in Hutchinson 
early this morning and will spend the 
day here, departing at midnight for To- 
peka. His program included the review 
of a parade, an address at the State fair 
grounds and an inspection of the more 
important exhibits at the show, the lay- 
ing of the corner stone of the new con- 
vention hall here and a dinner at the 
Country Club. 

In his address Mr. Taft referred to 
Congressman E. H. Madison, who died 
suddenly a week ago. It was at Madi- 
son’s invitation that the President came 
to Hutchinson. 

“His death was a great shock to me,” 
said. the President. “I had not known 
him long nor can I say that I knew 
him intimately; but I knew him well 
enough to know the strong qualities of 
his mind and heart, his judicial instinct, 
his intense desire to be fair, and his 
clear perceptions of the law as a jurist 
and his level-headedness as a legislator. 

‘“T remember a speech which he made 
in Congress on the subject of excepting 
lawless combinations of workingmen 
from the’ application of an appropria- 
tion. It was a noble, clear exposition 
of the necessity for making all persons 
equal before the law and an exhibition 
of courage and indifference to conse- 
quences in the support of a righteous 
judgment. His speech marked him as 
one of the coming men of Congress.”’ 

Sketches State's History. 

Mr. Taft sketcheg the history of Kan- 
sas in some detail, saying the State was 
the child of an issue. He dwelt upon 
the struggles that preceded the admis- 
sion of Kansas into’ the Union as a 
free State and on the long fight be- 
tween the slavery and anti-slavery 
forces. : 

“The history of the State,’’ he con- 
cluded, “is one of intense interest. The 
burning issue of the two great contend- 
ing parts of the United States was dis- 
tilled into an essence in the birth and 
growth of Kansas to“a State. She fur- 
nished the battle ground where the 
contending factions of the entire nation 
in a guerrilla war tried by wage of bat- 
tle to maintain thetr respective causes. 
She was born in a struggle and her 
earlier years were only those of suf- 
fering and travail. In the half cen- 
tury of her life as a state she has now 
rreached great popularity. May it al- 
ways continue.’’ ;

$7,900,000 CAPITAL 
STOPS PAYMENTS 


Bank of Egypt Ltd., Founded in 
1856, Unable to Meet Its 
Current Obligations. 


LONDON, Sept. 2%.—The Bank of 
Egypt, Mmited, suspended payment” to- 
day. In a.notice to depositors the direc- 
tors say that advices from Egypt make 
it apparent that the bank cannot pro- 
vide sufficient cash to meet current 
obligations and the company will file a 
liquidation petition. 

The suspension came as a big surprise, 
although at the last annual meeting of 
the bank it was announced that the 
profits had decreased because of the 
bad cotton crop and keen competition. 

It is expected that the institution will 
be able to meet its liabilities. 


The Bank of Egypt Co. was incor- 
porated in 1856 and registered as limited 
in 1887. The authorized capital is £1,50,- 
000. R. L. Barclay is chairman of the 
board of directors, which includes’ Lord 
Grenfell and Lord Rathmore. From 1899 
to 1908, inclusive, the bank paid annual 
dividends of from 12 to 18 per cent. In 
July, 1910, four per cent was paid on 
the account of that year.

DEMOGRATS SEEK 
TD INVALIDATE 
3000 BALLOTS 


They Were Cast at the Last Elec- 
tion by Naturalized St 
Louisans. 


ELECTION JUDGES CALLED 


The Action Is Taken in Each 
Case on Various Tech- 
nicalities. 


The testimony of several hundred elec- 
tion judges and clerks was taken Tues- 
day in the election commissioners’ of- 
fice at the city hall to determine the 
validity of 3000 votes cast by naturalized 
citizens of St. Louis last November. 

Attorneys for James B. Gantt and 
Henry C. Timmonds, defeated Demo- 
cratic candidates for Judge of. the Su- 
preme Court of Missouri, and H. A. 
Gass, defeated candidate. for Superin- 
tendent of Schools, contend ‘that these 
votes should have been thrown out be- 
cause of some technical deficiency in 
registration. 

Contesting the Election. 

The three Democratic candidates are 
ecntesting the election of John C. Brown 
and John Kennish as judges of the Su- 


Superintendent of Schools. All the bal- 
lots cast in the November election have 
been recounted, but the result, so far as 
announced, showed a loss for the Demo- 
cratic candidates, rather than a gain. 

The attorneys for the Democratic 
contestees, in the examination of the 
registration books, found that the 
clerks in the office of the Election 
Commissioners had failed to write in 
certain information. relative to the 
naturalization of the voters. In some 
instances the books fail to show the 
nativity of the elector, and in others 
they fail to show where, when and 
by what court the aliens were natur- 
alized. 

Contested on Technicality. 

William C. Marshall, attorney for 
the Democrats, contends that this de- 
ficiency in the registration invali- 
dates the ballots. Selden P. Spencer, 
attorney for the Republican candi- 
dates, declares that the oversight 
does not affect the validity of the 
ballots, as the judges and clerks of 
election finally passed upon the right 
of the electors to vote when they ac- 
cepted the ballots. They satisfied 
themselves, Spencer holds, that the 
electors were qualified voters, and 
that the deficiency in the registration 
was not sufficient to invalidate the 
ballots, 

R. E. Culver of St. Joseph, appointed 
by the Supreme Court to take the testi- 
mony in the contests, has ruled that the 
Lemocrats failed to show sufficient 


‘evidence of fraud to warrant a com- 


parison of the ballots with the poll 
books. The registration books in the 
case of Judge Marshall] himself contain 
a deficiency. The word “yes’’ in the 
golumn “qualified voters’’ does not ap- 
pear, but he declares that the preceding 
facts furnish evidencs of his qualifica- 
tlons; and that the oversight did not 
invalidate his ballot. 
_ Charges of Fraud, 

The Democrats charged, after the No- 
vember election and not before, that 
there were thousands of fraudulent 
uames on the registration books. The 
registration for the November election 
was 170,197, but afte? a revision Jan. 21, 
1911, for the charter especial election, 
cnly 154,958 names remained. 

The explanation offered for the record 

breaking registration of last November 
was that it was brought out by the in- 
terest in the prohibition amendment. 
Both the Democratic and Republican 
organizations spent much time in be- 
half of the opposition to prohibition, 
and neither side showed much eager- 
ness to strike off fraudulently register- 
ed names. 
The contests have been in progress for 
months. The attorneys for the Demo- 
cratic candidates hope to be able to 
show that the defectively registered 
voters wero mostly Republicans, and 
that when their ballots are thrown out 
the Democratic candidates will have a 
majority.

ON FAULTY LINES 


Performance by Grace George 
and Her Company Unexpect- 
edly Disappointing. 


LACKING IN ATMOSPHERE 





Players Seem Strangely Deficient 
in Shakspearean Training 
and Inspiration. 





By RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS. 


HE presentation’ of Shakspeare’s 
a _quaintest blend of * high comedy 
and emotional melodrama, “Much 
Ado About Nothing,” by Grace George 
and the New York Playhouse company 
at the Garrick last night was disappol 
ing in nearly all the essentials that 
make for a competent production of the 
great world-playwright’s visualized 
dreaming. 

This astonishing and entirely unex- 
pected development of the evening seems 
to. be due primarily to the fact that the 
company is not artistically equipped for 
the best performance of the task to 
which it has been assigned. 


Its members do not seem accustomed 
to the effective reading of Shakspeare’s 
lines nor congenial in mood to the spirit 
in which he must be played for the best 
revelation of his dramatic thought. 


As a result of this deficiency, much 
of the beauty otherwise attaching to the 
performance of a Shaksnvearean comedy 
was utterly dissipated and the atmos- 
phere of the play was direfully dispelled. 
The effort toward competency was in 
evidence, but not the achievement. 

Miss George’s own-work as Beatrice 
was delightful at many moments of her 
wit-measuring with Benedick, and she 
presented a pleasingly piquant little 
figure in the part’s physical aspect. 

She did not rise satisfyingly to the 
bigger demands of the role, however, 
those demands that come with the en- 
yYmeshing of Hero in the web of circum- 
stantial evidence so craftily 
Don John. 

This failure to grow with the bhar- 
acter’s own growth was strikingly em- 
phasized at the instant of the fiery and 
impassioned cry, ‘Kill Claudio!’’ with 
which Beatrice -sets Benedick to the 
final winning of her love. 

It is here, torn with a vast resent 
ment of the cruel shaming of Hero by 
a too credulous lover, that Beatrice at- 
tains her fullest stature, rising tem- 
pestuously from the pretty plane of 
whimsical comedy to a very high levei 
indeed of potential tragedy, and it is pre- 
cisely here that every great player of 
the part Has most convincingly quali- 
fied as being worthy for its playing. 


Miss George did not seem quite able to 
strike the “big note” of this crucial 
moment, leaving her audience unntoved 
by the voicing of the two white-hot 
words that ordinarily have thrilled play- 
goers to _the soul with their swift expo- 
sition of the loyal Beatrice’s overwheln- 
ing storm stress for Hero’s sake. 


It is the fault of temperament, per- 
haps—but temperament must needs 
count when a Beatrice suddenly ceases 
to jest and scoff and sounds, instead, a 
fateful demand for vengeance that halts 
only with the slaying of the man whom 
she holds primarily responsible for a 
woman’s most poignant misjudging. 

At other times in the play’s progress 
Miss George set an example of compe- 
tent work which her supporting com- 
pany would have done well to follow. 

Mr. Lyn Harding in the role of Bene- 
dick, which will be played by Allan 
Aynesworth, the real leading man ‘of 
the Playhouse Company, when this or- 
ganization presents ‘Much Ado About 
Nothing’’:in New York City next month, 
gave a portrayal of the-part that so 
mistakenly over-emphasized the ‘‘comic’’ 
possibilities of Shakspeare’s immortal 
railer at the estate of matrimony as 
greatly to diminish its inherent dignity. 

Mr. Harding capered too much, giving 
to Benedick an exaggerated ‘‘low-come- 
dy” simper ‘and air of foppish ‘‘make- 
believe” utterly foreign to the soldierly 
young Shakspeurean cyme whe sincere- 
ly believed that he was honest in his 
reviling of marriage—until the ‘“‘one 
woman” of his own fate convinced him 
to the contrary. | 

Here, too, Mr. Harding laid the foun- 
dation for his own woeful undoing as 
Shakspeare’s curious ‘comedy melo- 
drama” grew to its consistent height of 
emotional demand upon its players. 

One could not but smile at the later 
Benedick, supposedly now a grim fight- 
ing man challenging Claudio to the com- 
bat which was intended to carry out 
Beatrice’s injunction. The smile was in- 
evitable, remembering the almost buffo- 
Benedick of the play's earlier half, now 
to become a formidable senedick, who 
never, in any scheme of nature, could 
have been evolved from the Benedick 
created by Mr. Harding’s initial touches, 
yet who is nevertheless the actual Ben- 
edick of Shakspeare’s conceiving. 


Mr. Harding really played two roles, 
utterly without kinship, one to the 
other, and the composite result of this 
achievement is anything but worthy of a 
place in the great gallery of Shakspear- 
ean portraits so well beloved in Eng- 
lish drama. 

The Don Pedre of Mr. Lawson's play- 
ing was properly thought out, but its 
presentation was marred by an unfortu- 
nate tendency toward nasal utterance, 
especially under emotional strain, that 
did much to diminish the appeal of 
Shakspeare’'s verse. Mr. Robert Whit- 
worth overplayed the ‘‘villain aspect” of 
Don John, making of that part @ 80 
Obvieusly sinister figure as much to 
impair its convincingness. 

The Claudio played by Ernest Chester 
was ef much manliness, but young Mr: 
Chester should take earnest pains to 
clarify his speech, which now is tao 
muddled in enunciation to be qualified 
for the reading of Shakspearean lines. 
The Leonato and the Antonio presented 
respectively by Ethelbert Hales and 
Homer Granville were of considerable 
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[dignity and Mist Jane Corcoran played

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THE PSYCHOLOGICAL MOMENT. 
“The Wickersham interview, moreover, 
published in an unlucky psychological moment,” 


declared the New York Evening Post in a leading 


editorial. ' 

Mr. Wickersham says ‘that two statements in 
the interview were incorrect; that he did not 
say the United States Steel Corporation was in 
violation of the law, pr that the men under in- 


dictment in the Beef Trust cases would go to 


jail if he had his way. “In the main, howevey, 
the reported interview represents with substan- 
tial correctness the views éxpressed by me in the 
conversations. referred to.” 

The interview as corrected by the Attorney- 
General remains a clear and emphatic notice to 
the great corporations that the Sherman law is 
to be enforced and ihat they must conform to 
the law as interpreted by the Supreme Court in 
the Oil and. Tobacco decisions. It reveals the 
influence that has been exerted by big business 
to prevent the enforcement of the law, even to 
the two “uninvited” calls made by George W. 
Perkins on the Attorney-General in respect to the 
Harvester Trust. It makes it clear, too, tiiat Mr. 


Wickersham favors, criminal prosecution ‘of such 


trust magnates as “willfully, deliberately and 
knowingly continue to evade the law.” 

If this is “an unlucky psychological moment” 
for such a statement on the part of the Attorney- 
General, when will there ever be a lucky psycho- 
logical moment? 

It is time this entire trust situation were cleared 
up. Business is depressed in consequence of it. 
Capital is timid. Industry is languishing. The 
country reeds peace, stability and rssurance. But 
the situation will never be cleared up on Wall 
street’s terms, and this fact might as well be 
understood first as last. 

The great. corporations that continue to flout 
the Sherman law are not running counter merely 
to an act of Congress, or a policy of the adminis- 
tration. They are flouting the well-settled con- 
victions of the American people. ; 

Does big business want years of further agita- 
tion and litigation and uncertainty? Or is it pre- 
pared to conform to the law und the sentiment of 
the American people and live in harmony with the 
American people? As between the nation and the 
stock ticker the nation is bigger and. stronger 
and will prevail. This is exactly the “psycho- 
logical moment” for making it plain that the law 
is to be enforced. , 
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The Conservation Congress won't stand for 
even the cutting down of a speech. e 
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THE STEEL PASSENGER COAOH. 

No such striking demonstration of the effici- 
ency of steel passenger cars has been offered as 
that near Fayetteville, Ark. A bridge collapsed 
under a Frisco train. The rule demands that the 
sleepers should have plunged to the bottom of the 
ravine, caught fire and burned those who were 
not killed in the fall. What really happened was 


- that a steel Pullman shot acrose the chasm and 


bridged it effectively. No one was killed. There 
were a few slight injuries. The car itself was 
not damaged beyond repair. 

The steel passenger coach is not an innova- 
tion, but it is so infrequent that even the big 
railroads are proud of the few they possess. But 
while it is the most important step toward safety 
of the travelirig public, it is superseding the 
flimsy wooden car only as rapidly as rigid econ- 
omy permits and absolute nec2ssity demands. 
Perhaps nothing can be done to hasten the 
change, but permissible and sersible legislative 
action would be to forbid any increase in the 
number of dangerous wooden cars and prescribe 
specifications for coaches which would hurry 
their elimination.

But if the same loss of life had been 
reported as the outcome of a fight with a German 
fleet, he would have ordered a Te Deum to be 
sung to express his joy. War is barbarism. 
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A MEDICAL VIEW. 

In view of the information that was brought 
painfully to light during the summer, the Jour- 
nal of the Missouri State Medical Association 
has come to this editorial conclusion: 

The hospitals in St. Louis need: A train- 
ing school for nurses, or an adequate number 
of trained nurses from existing schools; 
trained and experienceg dietitians; good cooks 
who know how to prepare palatable dishes 
in economical fashion; a system of inspec- 
tion of supplies delivered at the institutions 
by one who knows whether they measure 
up to specifications, and who is not corrupt- 
ible; ambulance surgeons. The niggardly pol- 
icy of the present administration in St. Louis 
clutches at the throat of the Hospital Board 
and nullifies every effort to give the sick and 
afflicted decent material and nursing atten- 
tion, 

There is no opportunity to disagree with these 
specifications in their superficiality, but it would 
be easier to agree with them if the burden of 
responsibility had not been deftly shifted to the 
administration from the shoulders of a Hospital 
Board which confessed al] but total ignorance of 
the conditions within the institutions. It is a 
little difficult to see how “every effort” of the 
board is nullified when the board didn’t know 
enough about the situation to make an intelli- 
gent effort at improvement. 
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Fire Marshal Doyle’s motion that the incendiary 
be severely singed is carried unanimously. 
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THE LIBERTE DISASTER. 

The nature of the tragedy in Toulon harbor 
at sunrise, recalling so vividly in its reported 
details the tragedy in Havana harbor efter 
nightfall, is somber and depressing for the 
French people. The loss of life is appalling, but 
they can console themselves with the examples 
of devoted heroism shown by the crew and by 
the reflection that this would be only a begin- 
ning in the bloodshed if the accident had hap- 
pened under slightly different and easily con- 
ceivable circumstances. As it is, suspicions of 
a hostile plot are entertained, and the presump- 
tion of an explosion through design would be 
almost ineradicable among the masses, if the 
destruction of the fine ship had taken place in 
a port of the disputed African territory or at 
some other place where German agency or in- 
fluence might naturally be assumed.

The French navy no coubt will be charged to 
remember tue Liberte, but not in the same --~-¢ 
in which one of our own shattered ships is re- 
membered.

If Mr. Taft has 
the flexibility and the courage to strike 
out strongly for a tariff reform policy 
which may in part make up for the 
awful fiasco of his reciprocity scheme, 
he may partially recover; but the gen- 
eral belief is today that the great Ca- 
nadian refusal has given him a fatal 
hurt.
